"I waa bom Ftbruary 12, IHOD, 1 • 
Hardin county, Ky. My pareuta wen 
botb bora In Vlrgiale of tmdlatln 
Rulsbed fainUla»— aecond fbmlltea per 
ha pa I abould aay. My mother, who 
died in my tenth year, waa of a fan 
ily of tbe name of Hanka, aome o( 
vkhom now reside In Adaina, and oil' 
eia In Macon (oiinty. 111. My patorna' 
grandfather, Abraliunt Liin.'oln, enil 
grated tiom Ko' kiii^l am county. V;; 
to Kentucky at)oiit ITsi or iT'^J 
where, a year or two later, ho w:.; 
killed by Iixlii.nfi, not In battle, bu; 
by Btealtb, wboa tie wna laboring ti 
open a farm In tbe forest His a: 
ceatora, who were Quakera, went ti.

"My father at the deatli of his fath 
«r waa but 6 yearB nf af;«, and he 
grew up literally wlthotit oducatlou. 
Il9 renored from Kentucky to what 
la BOW Bpancar county, Ind., to ny 
eighth yaer. We reached our new 
hoBie about the time the atate came 
iBto tto Union. It waa a wild region, 
with many beara and other game ani- 
mals still In the wooda. There I grc^v 
up. There were some sehoola, gn- 
called, but no qualincntlon was cvoi' 
required for a teacher beyond readiu", 
writin' and clplierln' to th« rule of 
three. If a straggler siipposod to un- 
derstand Latin happened to aojouni 
in the neighborhood he was looked 
upon aa a wisard. There waa abao- 
tately nothing to excite ambition for 
edueatloo. 

Of conrso when T came of age I did 
not know much. Still, somehow, I 
)uld read, wrtfo and cipher lo the 
rule of three; but that was all. I hino 
not been to school since. Tho llttlo 
advance I now have upon this atore 
of education I l>avo picked up from 
time to time under tba preaatire of 
neceaalty.

"In 1846 I was once elected to the 
lower house of conRreas. Was not a 
candidate for re-clccflon. PYom 1849 
to 1864, both Inclusive, practiced law 
more aaalduously than ever before. 
Alwaya a Whig In politics and gen 
erallx on tbe Whig electoral ticket, 
making aetlya eanyaeaae. I waa lea- 
Ing latereat to polltloe when tlM ra> 
poal of the Miaaoorl eo m peea ri eo 
arouaed me again.

This was written a couple of yeara 
before he ran the first time for presl- 
daat. "The reat," as the phrase Is, 
'ia htotory." ThouKh Douglas beat 
blaa for eenator, the popular vote of 
tho atata waa with him, as the legis- 
lative retuma ahowed, namely, for 
Lincola 126,048. for Oouglaa UU40. 
In Ue llrat campaign for the preai- 
dency Uaeoto recelTod 180 oC tbe 803 
electoral Totaa, and had a plurality of 
491,295 of tbo popular TOte In a total 
of 4,608,193. In his second campaign 
he received 212 electoral votes out of 
i;33, leaving McCIollan only 21, and ho 
had a clear majority of 411,428 In the 
popular vote. Thus, as In tbe tribute 
of London Punch, by Tom Taylor, 
tbo dramatist, when the aaaasain'a 
bullet had laid him low, hia course 
and conduct of tba war had be«t vto* 
dicated:
